One of the largest gas well fires in Michigan still 
burns with intensity in the far northeast corner of 
Crawford County following its explosion May 27. 

Paul (Red) Adair, famed oil well fire expert from 
Houston, Texas, has been at the scene since the 28th, 
and with his company of men have been methodically 
planning the capping of the well. 

As Red remarked Friday at a news conference, “we 
leave nothing for chance, all of my men know what they 
are to do when the time comes to move in on the fire. 
When we make our decision on how to extinguish the 
blaze, there is no guess work.” 

The news conference for some 60 media persons 
was held at the Holiday Inn at Gaylord, with Gyle 
Atterbury of North American Drilling Cc., Yance Orr, 
president of Michigan Oil Co., of Alma, owners of the 
well, Sid Dyer of Roscommon, regional geologist for 
the DNR, and Mr. Adair. 

A portion of the rig was removed Monday, according 
to a news release from Gaylord. 

Mr. Orr stated, “Since the disaster, some 75 to 80 
men have been working around the clock to control the 
fire.” “The cost per day is hard to establish but $20,000 
would be a good guess,” he added. 

Adair said, The way this well is burning it 
resembles the discovery of other big fields he has 
experienced in his travels when a well blows out such 
as this.” 

Atterbury slated, “The drilling was within 3 days of

Add this to the 
fact a state tax commission appraiser worked in the 
township this past winter it is understandable that 
people are calling to find out what is going on. 

In earlier articles | expressed my opinion of the 
work carried out by the State Tax Commission. | 
pointed out that | felt using less than 11% of the total 
parcels for their study was not adequate. In addition 
the fact these parcels were for the most part located in 
the immediate vicinity of the city made the study not 
representative of the entire township.

Now that the cinders have settied 
along the whistle-stop trai) across 
Michigan, it may be time to take a 
longer, harder, colder tock at the 
mid-May Michigan primary. 

What you see when you take such a 
look depends upon the tint of your 
glasses. 

Personally, | was happy that Presi- 
dent Ford clobbered Gov. Reagan — 


and you can orobably discern my 
personal political preferences from that 
statement. 

Of course, right up to the eve of the 
primary | was dourly predicting to both 
of those who asked that | wouldn't be 
surprised if Mr. Reagan came close or 
even defeated Mr. Ford. The results, of 
course, kept my record intact as a 
political forecaster this year. 

The Ford whistle-stop was credited 
by many observers with bringing the 
President a favorable response from ins 
voters. Could be. 

in was in the crowd at the Lansing 
stopover that dark, drizzly Saturday, 
and the President's visit — his talk, his 
handshaking, his smile, his wife, his 
relative razz-ma-tazz — failed to rouse 
me. | recall my comment to a friend at 
the time that the Ford campaign 
seemed to lack any spark, any real 
excitement, any vim. 

Of course, | was impressed when i 
bumped into a young friend of the 
family, a high school sophomore, as | 
was leaving the depot about 1 p.m. She 
had been Sianding in the rain since 
about 9:3U, waiting to see the Presi- 
dent. She had shaken his hand, been 
properly thrilled, and stood, soaked, 
through the lunch hour so she could see 
him pull out of the station. That seemed 
enthusiastic dedication, | thought at the 
time, but rather sophomoric. 

Later | ran into similar interpretations 
from other non-political types. A 
waitress at the Depot restaurant days 
later was still thrilled at the Ford visit. 
Another friend-of-the-family this 
time a housewile — had caught the 
Ford train act in Kalamazoo, and also 
was thrilled to her curlers. 

Maybe my own response is too jaded, 
my wife told me. And | guess it was. 

Moral: Always question the judge- 
ment of jaded political observers.

Why disenfranchise them in the pri- 
mary? it would be a better tactic to 
throw out the primary altogether, which 
might he the best idea of the century 
anyway. 

Crossovers. it seems to me, are just 
one of the dangers you must accept in 
an open voting system, and the benefits 
of openness are far superior to the 
detriments of crossovers. The pende- 
lum swings on crossovers; Democrats 
were endangered four years ago, 
Republicans this time. 


One of the nice things about the 5) 
Michigan primary in 1976 is that it did, 
after all, seem to have some signifi- 
cance. That's a pleasant switcl:. It even 
helps me understand the quadrennial 
madness in New Hampshire a hit better.

can eat hamburgers. 

It happens all the time. 

| can’t"understand how hunters can 
enjoy killing. | laugh when they claim 
they are “harvesting a crop,” not killing. 
i ask them why I’ve never seen a farmer 
drive through town with a bushel of 
tulabagas tied to his fender, headed for 
the newspaper office to have his picture 
taken with his vanquished vegetables? 

And the hunters can't understand 
how | can enjoy eating steak if | am 
against killing animals. They laugh 
when | claim staughterhouses won't 
bother me until they are featured on 
TV's American Sportsman with Rock 
Hudson knocking the steer’s brains out 
with a golden hammer. 

They ask me how! can be so dumb as 
to not realize dead is dead, meat is 
meat, and there’s not enough ketchup 
to change the taste? 

It is a great and frequent argument 
which I've never won, or losi. And it’s 
nothing personal. Some of my best 
friends go hunting all the time. When 
they return home, they always assure 
me they never fired a shot for fear of 
hitting a waitress. But, | think they are 
just trying to spare my Bambi stomach. 
| have been known to throw up on 
newspaper photos of snake hunts. 

My favorite opponent is Preston 
Mann who operates the Hunters Creek 
hunting preserve. it is a Stick operation 
with every convenience for outdoors- 
men who don't have time to go out- 
doors. Mann’s pheasants are trained to 
fly into the pockets of lunching auto 
executives and commit suicide. 

Mann does not take my _ barbs 
peaceably. In fact, he is a master of the 
weird debate and | don't have a prayer in 
one-on-one combat. 

Just recently his local newspaper 
quoted him as revealing that | am 
actually a closet blood-sporter who 
lusts after innocent animals. Mann said 
he discovered my killer instinct during 
several years of watching me eat at his 
club. He said he could tell by the glint in 
my eyes and the slobber on my lips 
everytime | bite into a cheeseburger, 
rare.

They get their training in carnival 
shooting galleries. 

There is a difference between shoot- 
ing pheasants at Preston’s place and 
shooting doves in Cali, Colombia. No 
one could afford that much bloodshed 
at Preston’s 

The doves fly over by the thousands 
and, if you forget your shotgun, you can 
probably kill them with rocks. U.S. 
sportsmen can fly down for the dove 
hunts in Braniff Airways which offers 
speciai excursion rates which are 
cheaper per bird than lunching at 
Preston's. 

“It's like dying and going to para- 
dise,” a Bloomfield Hills atiorney said 
as he killed doves quicker than he could 
count them. He was quoted in a sports 
page story which also said: “All 
afternoon they had come, a never-end- 
ing stream of gray birds. Our shoulders, 
which we had taken to padding with 
heavy handkerchiefs the day before, 
still ached. Earlier they had been 
actually bleeding from the kick of the 
gunstock.” There is no bag limit. It is 
possible for one hunter to kill 600 doves 
in one day. 

Forget about the danger to a species. 
Maybe Colombia has to be protected 
from takeover by doves. 

But what is the pleasure in killing 
them? Why would anyone spend hun- 
dreds of dollars and fiy thousands of 
miles to shoot birds in a birdbath? 

It that’s sport, so is eating a 
hamburger. T

Superintendent’s Corner

The Crawford AuSable School's annual election ralls around 
this coming Monday, June 14 and voters will be asked to elect one 
school board member and determine if 9.15 mills of the schools 
operating levy shali be renewed for the coming school year. 
Although I've written a great deal about school tinances In tne past 
year I'd like to repeat what | consider to be some of the important 
points that the district efectorate should know when casting their 
vote. They are: 

1. The 9.15 mills is a renewal not an increase. 

2 The schools budget for the 1976-77 school year reflects only 
a 1% increase over the 75-76 school year 

3, If the millage issue passes the District will stil be levying 
less mills than last year because of the action of the tax altocalion 
board. ; 

4. The Crawford AuSable Schools wili still be operating at six 
mills less than the average Michigan school district and ranks at 
the bottom in per pupit cost. 

5. Without the millage the District wouid lose 40% of its 
operating funds and would be forced to reduce its staff by 65% to 
offset unemployment benefits and allow for fixed costs such as 
insurance, heat, maintenance, etc. 

6. The toss of the millage would mean that the distract would 
have to operate with only a skeleton staff and class sizes would of 
necessity be in the neighborhood of 89 ta 90 per teacher. Another 
option might be to operate the school until December anc close for 
the balance of the schagl year. 

7. In spite of what some uniformed persons may be saying to 
the contrary increased property assessments locally mean no 


equal amount. (i.e. if a mull brings in $30.00 locally per pupil, the 
state pays 12.00 per mili. I) assessments go up and a mill brings in 
$35.00 per pupil tne state reduces its share to $7.00 per mill. per 
pupil). Only focal governmental units benefit from increased 
property assessments. 

8. The Crawford AuSable School Urstruct is already losing 
thousands of dollars in state aid annually because « does not levy 
the 27 mills the state says is necessary to get full state aid.

The best way to stop attacks 
on the Kentucky settlements, 
George Rogers Clark decided in 
1777, would be to wipe out ihe 
British bases north of the Ohio 
River where Indians obtained 
the supplies and rewards for 
their assaults. 

With. that in mind, in the 
spring of that year he sent 
Benjamin Linn and Samuel 
Moore as spies to assess the 
strength of the enemy at the 
\llinos country settlements of 
Kaskaskia and Vincennes. Bas- 
ed on the information that they 
bréught back two months later, 
Clark submitted a pian of action 
to Virginia Governor Patrick 
Henry. 

Kaskaskia should be the first 
target, Clark reasoned, because 
it helped to sugply the British 
garrison at Detroit and because 
its strategic location on the 
Mississippi just above the Ohio 
hindered American procurement 
of supplies from New Orleans. 
Miso, he knew that H a 
attacking Kaskaskia should en- 
counter trouble, it could seek 
retuge in Spanish territory a- 
cross the siver. He contended 
that the Americans must take 
Kaskaskia “or in less than a 
twelve month send an army 
against the Indians on Wabash, 
which will cost ten times as 
much and not be of half the 
service.” 

In the fall Clark went to 
the Virginia capital of Williams- 
burg to personally present his 
plan to Henry. The young fran- 
tier leader's enthusiasm and 
persuasiveness won the admira 
tion and approval of the gover- 
nor who authorized Clark to 
raise an army of 350 mén and to 
spend about $6,000 for sup- 
plies. in addition, Thomas Jef- 
ferson. George Mason and 
George Wythe promised that 
they would do all that they 
could to obtain a bounty of 300 
acres of land for each volunteer

in the expedition if it were 
successful. 
However, raising the force 


was no easy matter. Friction 
between Virginians and Penn- 
sylvanians in the Pittsburgh 
area hampered recruiting efforts 
there. Also, it had been hoped 
that four companies could be 
raised at the Holston River 
settlements, but less than one 
was obtained — and ultimately 
most of those men deserted 
when they learned that the real 
purpose of the expedition was 
to attack Kaskaskia rather than 
to defend Kantucky.

Clark, one public and the other 
confidential. The orders that 
were made known authorized 
the recruitment of men to 
defend Kentucky. The secret 
instructions ordered an attack 
on British posts in the tlinois 
country. 

Clark, who has been appoint- 
ed a lieutenant colonel by the 
governor, was to he assisted on 
the venture by Captains Joseph 
Bowman, William Harrod, Leo- 
nard Helm and John Montgom- 


ery. 
On the 12th of May the 
expedition lett the Redstone 


settlements on the Mononga- 
hela River in Pennsylvania with 
150 volunteers and about 20 
families of settlers. After stop- 
ping at Pittsburgh and Wheeling 
te pick up suppties, the flotilla 
of flatboats continued down the 
Ohio to the mouth of the 
Kentucky River, a point that 
Clark had first intended to 
fortity. 

However. he decided that the 
falls of the Ohio would be a 
better jumping off place for the 
assault on the Illinois country 
and would provide a safer haven 
for future settlers traveling 
down the Ohio. The boats 
reached the falls on May 27 and 
landed on Corn Island opposite 
present-day Louisville. lt was 
here that Clark received news, 
brought by a messenger from 
Fort Pitt, of the French alliance 
with the Americans. This, he 
believed, would help greatly in 
persuading the French settlers 
in the iWinsis couniry to assisi 
him.” 

On the island Clark drilled his 
volunteers and told them the 
real goal of the expedition. 
While “most of the men were 
enthusiastic about the assign- 
ment, the Holston recruits 
asked permission to return 
home. The request was denied, 
but at night they fled. When 
others in Clark's force pursued 
them, only seven or eight were 
captured. s 

‘Meanwhile, a biockhouse was 
built to protect the supplies; 
and the settlers, who were to 
remain on the island to defend 
it. prepared to plant a crop of 
corn. 

Then on June 24 Clark and his 
small army shoved off on their 
historic campaign to win the 
West.

ORDINANCE NO. 76-5-24 
AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE GRANTING 


OF NON-EXCLUSIVE FRANCHISES TO QUALIFIED 
APPLICANTS FOR THE PROVISION OF CABLE 


ANTENNA TELEVISION IN THE CITY 

WHEREAS, requests have been made to the City for 
permission to provide the inhabitants of the City with cable antenna 
television service which said service necessarily involves the use of 
the streets, alleys, and other public ways of the City; and 

WHEREAS, the Constitution of the State of Michigan reserves 
to ihe City the reasonabie Goniroi uf iis highways, sieeis, aiieys, 
and other public places; and 

WHEREAS, the common Council of the City finds that the 
proposed service can properly be permitted provided it is regulated 
as hereinafter provided; 

NOW, THEREFORE 
THE CITY OF GRAYLING ORDAINS: 

Section 1, Definitions. For the purposes of this ordinance, the 
following terms, phrases, words, and their derivations shall have 
the meaning given herein. When not inconsistent with the context, 
words used in the present tense include the future, words in the 
plurat number include the singular number, and words in the 
singular number include the plural numer: The word “shall” is 
always mandatory and not merely directory. 

1. "City" is the City of Grayling. 

2. “Grantee” is the holder of a franchise issued pursuant to this 
ordinance. 

3. Common Council of the City of Grayling. 

4. “Person” is any person, firm partnership, association, 
corporation, company, or organization of any kind. 

5. "Street is street, alley, or other public way in the City of 
Grayling. 

Section 2. Application. Franchises to provide cable services 
hereunder will be granted by the Council as hereinafter provided 
and shal! he anntied for hy written annlication in form annroved hy 
the City Manager and filed with the City Clerk which application 
shall include, but not be limited to, name of applicant; local 
business address; principal officers or owners; principal 
stockholders if a corporation; location of antenna tower or towers; 
general description of proposed distribution system in the City, 
showing area proposed to’ be served and indicating whether 
applicant will require poles in the City streets or whether cables and 
appliances to be utilized by it in City streets will be located on 
existing poles of utility companies; service to be provided and rates 
to be charged, including installation charge per location, service 
charge for one receiver and for each additional receiver on the same 
premises. (See section 12). 

Section 3. Financial Statement. Each applicant shall attach to 
his application an authenticated statement of financial condition 
and net worth, sufficient in form and content so that the Council 
may readily determine its financial responsibility and its ability to 
finance the proposed undertaking. 

Section 4. Indemnification. Grantee shal! save the City 
harmelss from all loss sustained by the City on account of any 
suit judgment, execution, claim or demand whatsoever resulting 
from the construction, operation, or shall notify the Grantee within 
30 days after the presentation of any claim or demand, either by 
suit or otherwise, made against the City under which Grantee 
would be liable as set forth above. Such notice shall be given in 
writing to the person and at the place indicated in the application 
for the dranchise: 

Section 5, Insurance. Grantee shall provide insurance in such 
form as shall protect the City and itself from and against any and all 
claims for injury or damage to persons or property, both real and 
personal, resulting from <elevision system pursuant to the authority 
of the franchise granted hereunder, in limits of not less than 
$500,000.00 for persona! injury or death of any one person, 
$1,000,090.00 for personal injury or death of two or more persons in 
any one occurrence and $500,000.00 for damage to property 
resulting from any one occurrence. Each policy shall provide for ten 
(10) Gays notice in writing to City of change in the policy or 
cancellation. 

Section 6. No franchise shall be issued by the City to any 
Grantee until: 

i. The Grantee's legal character, financial, technical and ether 
qualifications, including fulfillment of the requirements of Sections 
2,3, 4and 5 of this Ordinance, and the adequacy of, and feasibility 
of its contract arrangements have been approved by the Council as 
part of a full public proceeding, according to due process and any 
franchise issued under this Ordinance shall expressly state that a 
full public proceédiig With’ prior notice to the community was 
conducted to evaluate the Grantee's proposal prior to the grant of 
the franchise. ~ 

li. Procedures have been adopted by the Grantee and the 
council for the investigation and tesolving of all complaints 
regarding cable TV operation. 

iii. The Grantee has established and keeps maintained a 
regular business office for the purposes specitied in paragraph ii., 
immediately above. 

iv. The City Clerk or such other city official as the Council may 
designate, shall he determined by the Council as primarily 
responsible for conducting administration of the franchise and 
implementation of complaint proceedinas: and 

uv, Provision ts made in the franchise that the Grantee shall 
give notice of the proceedings for reporting and resolving 
complaints to each subscriber at the time of the initial subscription 
to the cable system. 

Sectian 7, Rights of Grantee in Streets. Grantee shall have the 
right, so long as its franchise is in force and effect, to utilize the 
streets of the City for the transmission of television and radio 
aed as herein authorized from its antenna location or locations 
Fal ses of subscribers. Grantee may erect all necessary 
wires, cables and appurtenances in the said streets, subject to 
approval of the City Engineer of the placement of any necessary 
poles; or Grantee may, at its option, authorize, subject to the same 
condition as to the placement of pales: the installation of such 


basis, and ‘all such “wires, , cables, conduits, ‘appurtenances and 
poles placed or instalted by others for the use of Grantee shall exist 
and continue to exist solely by authority of the permission granted 
to said Grantee. 

Section 8. Conditions of Street Occupancy. 

(a). Use. All transmission and distribution structures, lines 
erected by the Grantee or on its behalf within the City shal! be 
located as to cause minimum interference with the reasonable use 
of streets, and to cause minimum interference with the rights and 
reasonable convenience of property owners who adjoin any of said 
Streets. 

{b) Restoration. In case of any disturbance of pavemeni, 
sidewalk, driveway, or other surfacing, Grantee shall, at its own 
expense and in a manner approved by the City Engineer replace and 
restore all paving, sidewalk, driveway or surfacing of any street or 
alley disturbed, in as good condition as before said work was 
commenced, and shail maintain the restoration in an approved 
condition for a period of five (5) years. 

(c) Relocation. In the event that at any time during the 
existence of a franchise granted hereunder, the City shall lawfully 
widen, realign, or otherwise alter the street right-of-way, or 
construct, reconstruct, realign, change the grade of of otherwise 
alter pavement of any watermain, fire hydrant, sewer or 
appurienances, ine Granive and anyone acting jor it in conneciion 
with the use of the streets, upon reasonable notice by the City, 
shalf remove, relay and relocate its poles, wires, cables, 
underground conduits, manholes and other fixtures as its own 
expense. 

{d) Conduit Districts. In conduit districts now or thereafter 
established by ordinances of said City, and as hereafter amended 
or altered, and in such other areas of the City in which telephone 
lines and electric utility lines are underground, all of Grantee's 
lines, cables and wires shall be underground. 

(e) Franchise fee. Grantee shall pay to the City for the privilege 
of operating a cable system under the franchise grant pursuant to 
this ordinance a sum equivalent to 2 percent of the annual gross 
operating revenue received by it from subscribers located within the 
City, payable quarterly. This percentage figure shall be subject to 
review and adjustment at the end of three (3) years and thereafter at 
intervals of three (3) years. Nothing in this ordinance shall exempt 
any Grantee from the payment of advalorem taxes on its property or 
equipment or on the income earned by it or from any other tax 
which it might be validly obligated to pay if it were not subject to 
the franchise fee herein imposed. 

{f} Annual Financial Statement. Grantee snall file with the 
Clerk, annually, an audited statement of revenues received from its 
operations under its franchise issued pursuant to this ordinance 
within sixty (60) days after the close of its fiscal year, shali make its 
financial records relating thereto available fo the City for inspection 
at a place designated by it within the City of Grayling, at any 
feasonanis tine and sitali maintain separate records as to its 
business conducted pursuant to its franchise issued hereunder. 

(g) That the franchise shall, upon the request of any person 
holding a building or moving permit, temporarily raise or lower its 
wires to permit the moving of buildings and/or for other reasons. 

The actual and necessary expense of such temporary removal, 
raising, or lowering of wires shall be paid by the person requesting

less than 48 hours advance notice to arrange for such temporary 
wire changes. 

({h) That the franchise shall have the authority to trim trees 
upon and overhanging strects, alleys, sidewalks ang public places 
and easements of the City so as to prevent the branches of such 
trees from coming in contact with the wires, cables and 
appurtenances of the franchise, all trimming to be done under the 
supervision and direction of the City and by, and at, the expense of 
the franchise 

Section 9. Operation of Cable System. 

(a) Grantee's receiving and distribution equipment and 
facilities shall be constructed, operated. and maintained so as to 
provide usable signals at subscribers television seceivers 
essentially of the same quality as received at the antenna site. 

{Lb} Grantee shall in operation of its cable system comply with 
all applicable laws, ordinances, and rules, regulations, and 
requirements of federal, state, and local regulatory agencies and 
codes. 

. (c) The Grantee shall: 

1. Locate and correct malfunctions within a reasonable length 

of time. 

2. Demonstrate to subscribers by instrument or otherwise the 

adequacy of the signal. 

(d) The Grantee shall supply signals so that there is at least 
one station for each of the major broadcasting networks. The 
remaining available stations carried shall be at the Grantee's option 
provided the public access requirements as herein stipulated are 
met. 

(2) Grantee shall not, without prior approval of the common 
council, utilize ihe streets of the City for the furnishing of the 
service commonly known as “Pay TV.” Nothing herein contained 
shati be deemed to pronibdit, as incidental to the transmission 
television signals, the origination and transmission of weather, 


- time, local civic defense announcements or programs for which no 


additional charge is made. Advertising may be handled on the 
leased access channel. 

Section 10. Duty to Provide Service. Grantee shall make its 
cable service available to all residents of the City who can be 
reached by its distribution system without passing through any 
area with a density of less than 50 homes per mile of system. 

Section 11. Any modification of the provisions of Section 76.31 
of ine Federat Communication rules shaii be 
incorporated into any franchise issued by the City within one year 
of adoption of the modification or at the time of the franchise 
renewal, whichever occurs first. 

Section 12. Rates. The Grantee's rates and charges shall, after 
appropriate public proceeding affording due process, be tair and 
reasonable and shall be subject to approval of by the common 
council. At the onset of any franchise granted under the ordinance 
said rates shail not be more than:

Section 13. Granting of Franchise. The Council shall grant a 
cable franchise hereunder to each applicant who makes proper 
application, established its qualifications as herein set forth. 
furnishes the required insurance and assurances and who 
establishes that its operations will not impose an unreasonable 
burden on City streets, nor hazards to operation of any City-owned 
facilities. No franchise granted hereunder shall be exclusive. 

Section 14. Term of Franchise. Each franchise issued 
hereunder shall be for the term of 15 years witn review of 
tequirements by the Council on a yearly basis. Franchise may be 
terminated as herein provided. 

Section 15. Transfer. Franchises granted hereunder are not 
transferable except on approval of the Council. The proposed 
transferee shall file an application in form approved by the City 
Manager and shall satisfy all other requirements of the Ordinance. 

Section 16. Termination. 

(a} Grantee may surrender its franchise at any time in which 
event it shall refund all prepaid and unearned service and other 
charges collected from subscribers. 

{b) The Council may terminate the franchise of any Grantee 
who shall default in any cf its obligations hereunder, except for 
causes beyond the reasonable control of the Grantee, provided that 
the Grantee shall be given sixty,(60) days written notice to correct 
any such default or non-compliance before the Council may 
proceed to terminate the franchise under this section. If the default 
cannot be corrected within sixty (60) days for a valid reason, the 
Council shall extend the time for a reasonable period. Grantee shall 
be entitled to a hearing before the Council to determine the 
propriety of termination of the franchise by its pursuant to this 
section, and the decision of the Council shall be final. 

{c) Upon termination of its franchise, Grantee shall at its own 
expense remove from the City streets all tts facilities and 
equipment therein utilized by it in its cable operation unless the 
Council shall specifically authorize it to leave all or part of such 
facilities in place. 

Section 17. Expiration of Term. In the event that the franchise 
expires by its own terms and no renewal thereof has been 
negotiated between City and Grantee, the City may, at its election, 
purchase said system at its then fair market value, as determined 
by arbitration as herein provided. Beginning wiihin two years prior 
to the expiration. and whether or not the City has then elected to 
purchase the system, eiiher the City of the Grantee may demand an 
arbitration pursuant to the provisions of this ordinance. for the 
purpose of determining tair value of tne system, on tne date 
arbitration was demanded, which determination shall be subject to 
correction or adjustment by the arbitrators to reflect the fair value 
on the date of expiration to be paid by City, if it elects to purchase 
the system. Such fair value shall be the fair value of al! tangible and 
intangible property torming part oi ihe sysiem Dui shaii not inciude 
all valuation based upon the Franchise rights hereunder. If the City 
does not purchase the sysiem, the company shail remove that part 
of the system located in the streets and restore the streets to a 
condition satisfactory to City. 

Section 18. Methods of Resolving Disputes. In the event of 
dispute between Grantee and City, or in the event of any other issue 
made expressly arbitrable under the provisions of this ordinance, 
such matters shall be resolved by a panel of three arbitrators, one 
to be appointed by the City, one by the Grantee, and a third to be 
selected by the first two. in the event that the two appointed 
arbitrators are unable to agree upon a third arbitrator, either party 
may make application to the Circuit Judge for the 46th Judicial 
Circuit of the State of Michigan for appointment thereof. Such 
appointment, when made shall be binding upon both parties. The 
costs of arbitration to be borne equally by the parties and the 
a majority of said arbitrators to be the 
determination of the board. 

Section 19. Separability. If any section, subsection. sentence. 
sentence clause, phrase, or portion of this ordinance is for any 
reason held invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such portion shall be deemed a separate, distinct, and 
independent provision and such holding shall not =ffect the validity 
of the remaining portions hereof. 

Section 20. Ordinance Repealed. All ordinances or paris of 
ordinances in conflict with the provisions of this ordinance are 
hereby repealed. 

This ordinance shall take effect ten (10) days after its final 
passage by the City Council of said City of Grayling, Michigan.

In an area already wracked with economic problems and one filled with excellent outdoor recreation, why is it 


necessary to pay $103.00 per student for golf lessons? Some student’s parents already belong. We know a lot of 


people who would like to belong to the golf club but they can’t afford it, but they are paying taxes to keep a golf team 


“going. 


When “Johnny” is late for schoo! why can’t the telephone be used to notify the parents? Why must a letter with 
13 cent postage plus the stationery be sent notifying them? The postage bill must run pretty high for just this item. 


We did not begrudge the Frederic children an education. They deserve one as much as the Grayling children but 
the question has been asked. If they bus the seniors down, why not the rest? Don’t let them tell you there was not 
enough room. Now we understand they are $44,000 over their budget so this must be taken from the High School 
Building Site Fund. Soon we will! be paying taxes on three schools and an office building in a county as poor as 
Crawford County is. We have lots of families with their children grown up and gone, they are living on a fixed income 
but they just might like to have a few “extras” for themselves. Can they when 70% of their taxes go to the school? 


Then we have the working man trying to raise a family (feeding them these days is a job in itself). He is trying to 
keep up payments on a home and has not been fortunate enough to have someone give him a car. Can he do all this 
with 70% of his taxes going for schools? 


We are mighty proud of our Dramatic and Music Departments. We are all for basketball, baseball, football, track. 
But why golf, archery, flytying, ping pong and probably a lot more. Are they necessary? If parents want that for their 
children they should pay for it and not expect the taxpayer to do it. They claim of course the state pays for some of 
this and also demands such and such. Right now the state is so badly in debt, it better get down to it’s own serious 
problems and cut out some of the foolishness in the schools. 

And the sad part of it is, what kind of students are we turning out? What happened to the three good oid “R’s”. 
They can’t write,-they can’t spell and they couidn’t write a letter of application for a job if their lives depended on it. 


WHY? Because they are not taught. They are too busy doing “Freedom Education”, doing their thing, just what 
they want to do. We have some very dedicated intelligent teachers in our schools and we have some that couldn't 
pass an 8th grade test. Yet Grayling is supposed to rank about third highest in teacher’s salaries in the north. Not too 
far back, teachers had around 40 pupils in their classes. Now if they have around 30, there must be a paid aide to help 
them out and then they recruit dedicated women in town to help the paid aides. 


Already the underground work has started. Word has been sent home with all the “uill’s” and “Johnny’s” that if 
mom and dad do not vote for the renewal millage, this will stop and that will stop and Miss etc. and etc., their 
favorite teacher won't be back and already some have their pink slips. Well we taxpayers are getting pink slips too 
with school taxes higher and higher and some are wondering how long they can hang on to their homes. 


We think it's time the AuSable School System began to tighten it’s belt a bit and start cutting some corners. We 
were pretty sure we had elected a group of well qualified sensible people to our Board of Education, but it looks as if 
they know how to shake their heads in only one way and that is up and down to whatever the Administration says. 
Don't let this millage renewal election which we vote on the 14th fool you.

In Grayling township we have established a 
priority list of parcels to re-appraise. From our files we 
have pulled all remaining appraisal cards which were 
made under a county-wide appraisal in 1964. These 
number about 800 and make up the first priority list. 
After these parcels are re-appraised then a system will 
be developed to bring ail appraisals to current values. 

The first step in such a system will be the 
application of what is known as a cost base modifier. 


‘4This modifier is provided annually by the state. It 


represents the difference in construction costs from 


“when the appraisal manual was published in 1972 in 


comparison to todays costs. The 1876 modifier for 
Crawford County Residential construction is 1.17 or a 
172 % increase over the 1972 appraisal manual. The 
second step will be the development of what is known 
as the economic condition factor (E. C. F). This is a 
means whereby the standard schedules are used in 
ralatinn to buildinas only 

relation to buildings only. 

Land values are continuously under study as we 
receive market data. Both the Equalization Department 
and the township are in the process of revising our land 
value schedules. 

One of the major probierns in a resort area is being 
able to make personal contact with the property owner. 
Grayling township will continue its policy of 
encouraging property owners-to visit our office and 
discuss their property appraisal. Property owners will 
be notified by mail when we have complete their 
appraisat. 

Information has been received that the township's 
appeal of the County Equalization has been received 
by the State Tax Tridunal.so far no date has been set 
ior the hearing. 

Many people have asked what they as individuals 
can do to bring about property tax relief. At this point 
the best approach is prohably to keen constani 
pressure on our legislators in Lansing. They do have 
the means of resolving the problem if we can get them 
to act.
